course of World W ar II. 
The heavenly spot is the Mens House hotel, not far from Canc 
Mena House and its environs are Egypt at Its story book best, with 
pyramids, camel caravans and the Nile as decorations, and ancient 
history In the same stage setting. 
The name of the hotel. “Mena," is an echo of old 
Egypt. "Mena" was the name of the probably leg 
endary first pharaoh of Egypt. "Mena" means "port.” 
Once the flood waters of the Nile came up close to 
Hie foot of the pyramids. The then fertile, prosper­ 
ous a it* was the "port" of the NUe. ..Today, all that Is left of that 
cctive time is a memory and the name "Mena.” 
Vou aee no hint of regret for the past in the look or behavior oi 
(lie big hotel. There is a garden spilling with flowers surrounding the 
building which may stage on# of the most important meetings in 
the history of the world. 
There is a terrace on which the gentlemen priuia donnas, Roose­ 
velt, Stalin and Churchill, may lunch or dine or merely sit. At night, 
Hie lights of Cairo, nine miles away, will stir the imagination of the 
three visitors. By day, there Is a big white marble swimming pool to 
esse fatigue. 
Within sight 
of Ult botel piazza are the pyramids only a quarter 
of a mile over the hill. At roost any hour, camels from the camel 
park ing tot beside the hotel may start a trek acrfps the desert to­ 
ward^ the pyramids. Far over a southern ridge, an endless caravan 
o i motor lorries carries munitions of war. 
Mena House is bounded on the north by the Nile valley, green all 
*t.? year. At the south, >he desert et retches o ut—forever maybe. 
only the poet)** atm osphere of Egypt reaches Mt-ns House It ie

too far from Cairo for the beggars. The two small towns within sight 
of the hotel are too far away to show’ their shabbiness. Nor are the 
farms of the fellahin close enough to reveal their poverty to confer­ 
ence guests and their entourages. If the fellahin have as much as 
four dollars a month on which to support themselves and their large 
families, they k now they are successfuL It is not unusual for an 
Egyptian farm woman to have 15 or 20 children. Four out of five* 
usually die before reaching 12 years of age. Girl children, who art 
regarded as liabilities, are married off conveniently at 12 or 14. 
But Mena House, as I have been saying, is distant in spirit from 
this primitive Egypt- It is a luxurious, red-plush hung hostelry, 
trimmed on the outside with m inarets and half-moons. It was built 
for Queen Victoria, when her B rittany majesty came to survey the 
far reaches of her empire. The causeway, down which Messrs. Roose­ 
velt, Stalin and Churchill may drive, was also built for Queen Vic­ 
toria so that her carriage might roll grandly across the desert 
The furnishing of Mena House are 
aa Victorian as a Currier and 
Ives print, and as the plump queen herself. The chairs and sofas are 
heavily carved and deeply upholstered. The dining room has stained 
glass windows. The bedrooms are large and plentiful. The plumbing 
is small and scarce. 
AU of the servants of the hotel staff, except the dragomen, wear 
white robes flowing to the ank les, ear)dais, and wide red sashes, or 
cummerbunds. On their heads they wear the native tarboosh or fez. 
(I hope President Roosevelt may bring home some new ideas for 
dreasing up the White House staff. There are several people at 16OO 
Pennsylvania avenue who might look very W’eU Indeed In fezzes and 
cummerbund*.) 
I’m afraid that the glowing service of Mena House will spoil the 
visitors. Each hotel room is equipped with a covey of buttons for the 
femme de chambre, the valet, the waiter and a native 
servant It's barely possible, however, that Mr. Rouse- 
Service 
velt, Mr. Stalin and Mr. Churchill have a covey of 
push buttons in Washington, Moscow and London 
The food at Mena House is excellent, so I under- 
Perfect 
stand. Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday are meatless 
days, but there is an abundance of chick en, eggs, turk ey and duck 
always. The beefsteak s are very thick and butter Is plentiful at Mina 
House. The rates have been five dollars a day for a room, bath and 
three meals. 
No wonder Anthony and Cleopatra Tk ed the neighborhood!

Tricky Disease 
"It can be a very tricky disease. 
Just to show you how peculiar it 
can aet sometimes, I will tell you 
the story of a patient I had once 
who had *1 for 20 years and no­ 
body knew what it was.

finally he made the diagnosis him­ 
self—not a doctor. 
ll "This fellow had been in Brazil 
about two years in a business ca­ 
pacity. About three years after 
he got home he began to have 
spalls annually of a little fever, 


and a general upset. They were 
bad enough to put him to bed for 
a few days. Then he would get up 
and feel pretty well until the fol­ 
lowing year, when another spell 
would hit him. 
“Every diagnostician in North 
America, I verily believe, took a 
crack at his case at one time or 
another. The favorite pronounce­ 
ment was that he had tuberculo­ 
sis. Then he would make them 
take an x-ray of his chest and 
show them that he did not have 
any tuberculosis, and by that time 
he was better and that particu­ 
lar diagnostician sort of faded 
out of the picture. 
Discover Malaria Germs 
MHe never actually had a chill, 
but just sort of hot-cold sensa­ 
tions. Well, somehow he got the 
malaria hunch. They had exam­ 
ined his blood dozens of times for 
malaria, but never found any. This 
time when his annual spell came on 
he w’ent to the hospital, called for 
a thermometer and told the* in­ 
terne to get ready to take his blood 
at an instant’s notice. 
“He watched his temperature 
go up, half an hour by half an 
hour until it was 104 and he was 
sweating and shaking, and he 
called for the interne and said, 
‘Now,’ and the interne jabbed him 
and, by golly, there were the ma­ 
laria bugs when they put the 
smear under the microscope. 
“He took quinine and hasn't 
had a spell for three years. 
“Yes, sir, for some twenty years 
those things had lain dormant in 
him and only showed up at a cer­ 
tain instant of the cycle. Don’t 
tell me you arc not dealing with 
a tricky case.”

The then fertile, prosper­ 
ous aits vnu the “port’’ of the Nile. „Today, all that is left of that 
active time is a memory and the name “Mena." 
You see no hint of regret for the past in the look or behavior of 
the big hotel. There is a garden spilling with flow era surrounding the 
building which may stage on* of the most important meeting* in 
the history of the world. 
There is a terrace on which the gentlemen prima donnas, Roose­ 
velt, Stalin and Churchill, may lunch or dine or merely ait. At night, 
Hie lights cg Cairo, nine miles away, will stir the imagination of the 
three visitors. By day, there is a big white marble swimming pool to 
esse fatigue. 
Within sight of the hotel piazza are the pyramids only a quarter 
of a mile over the hill. At most any bour, camels from the camel 
parking lot beside the hotel may start a trek aortas the desert to­ 
wards the pyramids. Far over a southern ridge, an endless caravan 
of motor lorries carries munitions of war.

too far from Cairo for the beggars. The two small towns within sight 
of the hotel are too far away to show’ their shabbiness. Nor are the 
farms of the fellahin close enough to reveal their poverty to confer­ 
ence guests and their entourage* If the fellahin have as much as 
four dollars a month on w’hich to support themselves and their large 
families, they know they are successful It is not unusual for an 
Egyptian farm woman to have 15 or 20 children. Four out of five 
usually die before reaching 12 years of age. Girl children, who an 
regarded as liabUities, are married off conveniently at 12 or 14. 
But Mena House, as I have been saying, is distant In spirit from 
this primitive Egypt. It is a luxurious, red-plush hung hostelry, 
trimmed on the outside with minarets and half-moons. It was built 
for Queen Victoria, when her Brittanic majesty came to survey the 
far reaches of her empire. The causeway, down which Messrs. Roose­ 
velt, Stalin and Churchill may drive, wa* also built for Queen Vic­ 
toria so that her carriage might roll grandly across the desert. 
The furnishing of Mena House are as Victorian as a Currier and 
Ives print, and as the plump queen herself. The chairs and sofas are 
heavily carved and deeply upholstered. The dining room has stained 
glass windows. Th# bedrooms are large and plentiful. The plumbing 
is small and scarce. 
All of the servants of the hotel staff, except the dragomen, wear 
white robes flowing to the ankles, sandals, and wide red sashes, or 
cummerbund*. On their heads they wear the native tarboosh or fez. 
(I hope President Roosevelt may bring home some new' ideas for 
dressing up the White House staff. There are several people at 1600 
Pennsylvania avenue who might look very well Indeed in fezzes and 
cummerbunds.) 
I’m afraid that the glowing service of Mena House will spoil the 
visitors. Each hotel room is equipped with a covey of buttons for the 
femme de chambre, the valet, the walter and a native 
servant Ifs barely possible, however, thst Mr. Roose- 
Service 
velt, Mr. Stalin and Mr. Churchill have a covey of 
push buttons in Washington, Moscow and London. 
The food at Mena House is excellent, so I under- 
Perfect 
stand. Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday are meatless 
days, but there is an abundance of chicken, eggs, turkey and duck 
always. The beefsteaks are very thick and butter is plentiful at Mena 
House. The rates have been Ave dollars a day for a room, bath and 
three meals. 
No wonder Anthony and Cleopatra l'ked the neighborhood!

Presents Forwarded To Men 


In Far Off Lands Now 


Being Received 


Circleville district folk who are 
planning to use the mails to carry 
their Christmas gifts to relatives, 1 
friends and men and women in 
the nation’s armed forces serving j 
in the United States were warned ; 
Saturday by A. Hulse Hays, post­ 
m aster, that they have only two 
weeks to get their gift packages 


in the mails to assure delivery 
before Christmas. 
"The postm aster-general,” 
Mr. I 
Hays said Saturday, "has warned 
that all Christmas mail m ust bo j 
sent through the 
various 
post- 
offices before December IO. Mail 
put into the office even on that 
date may not reach its destina­ 
tion before the holiday arrives.” 
Mr. Hays pointed out that the 
next two weeks are expected to 
see the local postoffice swamped 
with holiday mail. The pre-Christ­ 
mas rush has been going on since 
mid-October when the government 
set a deadline for mail to men in 
the Army and Navy overseas. Oc­ 
tober 15 was the 
deadline 
for 
gifts to Army personnel, with No­ 
vember I the final date for Navy 
personnel out of the country. 
So ldiers fret (rifts 
Already reports have been pour­ 
ing back home 
that 
Christmas 
gifts mailed to men overseas are 
arriving 
in 
the 
various 
war 
theatres, and the men are all en­ 
joying them even though received 
ahead of the holiday. The post­ 
office pointed out when it set its 
mailing deadlines that some gifts 
would probably be delivered ahead 
of time, but added that it would 
be better to have 
soldiers 
and 
sailors enjoying 
their presents 
even in November rather than to 
receive them after Christmas, or 
not at all. 
The entire 
postoffice 
depart­ 
ment is suffering from a 
m an­ 
power shortage, thus the appeal 
for early mailing. The local of­ 
fice has lost several men to the 
armed forces, and Mr. Hays de­ 
clared Saturday that there is not 
a postoffice in the country which 
has not lost some 
of its 
key 
workers to the armed services. 
Manpower Shortage 
Because of this manpower dif­ 
ficulty and the expected volume 
of mail, the December IO deadline 
was established. 
Another plea made by the post­ 
m aster-general was that all per­ 
sons sending Christmas gifts 
be 
extremely careful of how they are 
wrapped. 
The postal department 
will not have the time this year 
to handle loosely- or poorly-tied 
items. 
The local postoffice reports that 
already, some persons are mailing 
"Do Not Open Until Christmas" 
packages. 
"We are hoping 
that 
hundreds more will 
realize 
our 
situation, and also their situation 
in ease their gifts are not deliv­ 
ered on time,” Postm aster Hay 3 
said Saturday. “Early mailing will 
give postal employes 
a 
break, 
and will also assure delivery of 
gifts prior to Christmas day.” 


GRAND JURY TO

SYNTHESIS TIRES 
Early next year, the American 
public will get its first real te st of 
synthetic tires. These will n ot be 
passenger, but bus and truck tires, 
which will begin to come out of 
tire 
factories some time in Ja n ­ 
uary. 
They will 
be hurried 
to the 
wheels of buses and trucks, now 
limping along on sharply reduced 
rations. 
Even in September, 
the 
allocation of 550,000 civilian bus 
and 
truck tires was 
inadequate. 
But now' the figure has been re­ 
duced still further to 335,000 for 
November and December. 
Operators of trucks and buses 
are worried about the new tires, 
knowing 
th a t early 
tests 
have ; 
shown they do not stand up under 
heavy loads. This in spite of the 
fact that they are only 70 percen t 
synthetic, with an admixture of 30 
percent n atural rubber. 
Result 
will be that truck 
and 
bus loads will have to be reduced 
all over the country. Since 
they 
are already operating above nor­ 
mal 
capacity, reduction of loads 
will mean reduction in the total 
performance of trucks and buses. 
Of course, the synthetics may 
prove to be better than tests have 
shown, but the trucking industry 
has its fingers crossed. 


“ BULL’S-EYE” BALLOONS 
Behind the W ar D epartm en t’s 
removal of those barrage balloons 
from w ar production areas in Los 
Angeles and Seattle was the big 
stick of the Truman Committee.

investigated, it was all set to re­

the facts in a report.

removed the balloons.

Mr. Hays pointed out th at the 
next two weeks are expected to 
see the local postoffice swamped 
with holiday mail. The pre-Christ­ 
mas rush has been going on since 
mid-October when the government 
set a deadline for mail to men in 
the Army and Navy overseas. Oc­ 
tober 15 
was the 
deadline 
for 
gifts to Army personnel, with No­ 
vember I the final date for Navy 
personnel out of the country. 
Soldiers Get Gifts 
Already reports have been pour­ 
ing back home 
that 
Christmas 
gifts mailed to men overseas are 
arriving 
in the 
various 
war 
theatres, and the men are all en­ 
joying them even though received 
ahead of the holiday. The post­ 
office pointed out when it set its 
mailing deadlines that some gifts 
would probably be delivered ahead 
of time, but added that it would 
be better to have 
soldiers 
and 
sailors enjoying 
their presents 
even in November rather than to 
receive them after Christm as, or 
not at all. 
The entire 
postoffice 
depart­ 
m ent is suffering from a 
m an­ 
power shortage, thus the appeal 
for early mailing. The local of­ 
fice has lost several men to the 
armed forces, and Mr. Hays de­ 
clared Saturday that there is not 
a postoffice in the country which 
has not lost some 
of its 
key 
workers to the armed services. 
Manpower Shortage 
Because of this manpower dif­ 
ficulty and the expected volume 
of mail, the December IO deadline 
was established. 
Another plea made by the post 
master-general was th at all per­ 
sons sending Christm as gifts 
be 
extremely careful of how* they are 
wrapped. 
The postal department 
will not have the time this year 
to handle loosely- or poorly-tied 
items. 
The local postoffice reports that 
already, some persons are mailing 
"Do Not Open Until Christm as” 
packages. 
"We are hoping 
that 
hundreds more will

wheels of buses and trucks, now 
limping along on sharply reduced 
rations. 
Even in September, 
the 
allocation of 550.000 civilian bus

truck tires was 
inadequate. 
But now’ the figure has been re­ 
duced still further to 335,000 for 
November and December. 
Operators of trucks and buses 
are worried about the new tires,

shown they do not stand up under 
heavy loads. This in spite of the 
fact th at they are only 70 percent 
synthetic, with an admixture of 30 
percent natural rubber. 
Result 
will be that truck 
and 
bus loads will have to be reduced 
all over the country.

performance of trucks and buses. 
Of course, the synthetics may 
prove to be better than tests have 
shown, but the trucking industry 
has its fingers crossed.
